the Face of Her Majeſty's repeated preſſing Ex hor- 
tations to Peage and Union, and in the Faces of 
all thoſe honeſt Gentlemen, who in Obedience to 
the Nation's general Good, and the Queen's juſt 
Motion, endeavour to promote that happy Tem- 
per in this Plce. 

It was with no ſmall Sorrow that 1 found this 
milerable Principle of Diſtraction fomented and en- 
courag'd by the Countenunce and Example of my 
Brethren in the Miniſtry of the Church of Eugland 
in this Place and the weak and abſurd Notions of 
our Church and Defefticn of ſome of our Biſhops 
maintained by them in a manner Indecent to the 
latter, and Imprudent to the former. 

Nor could | forbear to obſerve that this Spirit, 
remote enongh from the real Office of a Miniſter, 
and quite forreign to their Function, tozk them off 
from their Zeal againſt Vice, and from' reproving 
the crying Wickedneſs of the Times: And not only 
ſo, but io my Amazement, I found a Countenance

tn Order to this I preached from the 102d Ffalm 
v. 8. O that Men would praiſe the Lord for his gaad- 
neſs, and for his wonder full works to the Children of Men. 

1 have not room here to give the Heads of the 
Sermon, but by way of Epitome the Reader may 
obſerve, that having opened the Text, prov'd it 
the Duty of Men and Nations to give Thanks to, 
Almighty God for his varicus and wonderful Good- 
neſs. How reaſonable and eaſy, how eſſential to 
Chriſtian Worſhip, and how profitable it was to 
be always giving Thanks to God for his Goodneſs; 
} then came to apply the Doctrine to the preſent

A Tragedy to horrid that I tremble to relate it; 
for God Almigity and his Honour were the Victims; 
and were it not that it was Publick, and that I 
think "tis my Duty to oppoſe ſurh unheard of
